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As far as th^eneral communications systems of the U. S. 
Government are concerned, they are protected between sender 
and recipient by a vaMety of means, none of which were made 
suspect by Khrushchevs remarks. We are constantly calculating 
the protection given to s\ch communications by the inherent 
security of the devices u%i and are constantly alert to interpret 
and exploit any informatio&which would alter our calculations. 
Khrushchev's remarks wereiyLimited to matters which did not 
give us any new information <k this sort.
